LONDON,' Dec. 30.—The wealth of tho 


Rothschilds is a fascinating theme fur 
peculation, but accuracy is difficult to 
arrive at. 


The: 
fortunes of the house, as Is well 


known, were founded by the Rothschild 
who was the Brst In England to obtain the 
news of the battle of Waterloo and profit 
by it on the stock exchange. The recent 
death in Paris of Baron Gustavo recalls 
he first occasion on which some idea 
could be obtained as to the wealth of the 
Irm. 


The brothers are partners, and the bank 


has branches in London, Berlin, Paris, 
Franklort 
and 
Vienna. 
Tho 
French 


branch was founded by Baron James, who 
had-four sons. .Of "these only one, Ed- 
mona, outlived him. When his first sion. 
Solomon, died in 1864 "he left a widow 
and a daughter, Helen. 
When Helen 


married Baron van Zuylen de Nyevelt. her 
share of her father's fortune, which sho 
brought with her as dowry, was $70, - 
000,000. 


Baron Solomon's fortune was double this 


amount and his three brothers and his 
sister, .who married Baron Nathaniel of 
London, had eq.ua! jjmounts. 
Thus tho 


total fortune of the five in 1864 was nearly 
$800,000,000. All the four branches of the 
"amily are equally rich, its aggregate 
wealth at that time must have been $S,- 
200,000,000 and that is more than forty- 
Ive years ago. 


EXPERT OPINION ON 
TEA. 


The Lancet publishes a concluding ar- 


ticle upon tea; which sum's up the results 
of an investigation into the subject under 
the title of "The Chemistry, Physiology 
and Esthetics of a Cup of Tea." 


The suggestion that "an infusion of good 


tea consists chiefly of caffein tannate is 
confirmed. It is pointed out that when 
caffeine and tannin are in a state of com- 
binatlpn—neither, that is, being In tho 
free state—the harmful astringent quali- 
ties of the tannin disappear and the bitter 
taste of free caffeine is not perceptible. 


The teas of high quality yield, as a 


rule, a simple infusion of caffeine tan- 
nate, not of caffein o- or tavinin. 
Such 
teas must be regarded as the most de- 
airabj.e from a physiological point of view. 
It is Interesting to find that, as a rule, the 
expert taster picks out these.teas as teas 
of high quality. 


Good teas, in short, according to this in- 


quiry, are those which on a five minutes' 
infusion yield only caffeine in the form 
of caffeine tannate to the infusion, and 
bad or indifferent teas are those which 
yield on infusion a tea containing, - in ad- 
dition to caffeine tannate, either caffeine 
or tannin, but especially tannin, in ex- 
cess. 
A good tea may be made a bad 


tea, but a bad tea cannot be made a 
good tea, except, perhaps, by most skill- 
ful blending. Excessive infusion will spoil 
a good tea, but even a short infusion of a 
bad tea may be as objectionable as an 
excessive Infusion of a good tea. 


On physiological grounds, therefore, the 


consumer, of ..high quality teas-runs less 
risk of digestive disturbance, provided the 
tea Is made properly.

tures during 1910, totals which easily con- 
stitute a record; 2815 cases of the Sorip- 
turef! (weighing 333 tons) were sent out 
from the Bible house in London. 


To place the Scriptures within reach of 


all, the society maintains its own de- 
pots and agents in nearly' a hundred of 
the chief cities of the world. The great 
bulk of Its issues consists of cheap popu- 
lar editions, which are sold at'prlces far 
below their cost. A Chinese pocket tes- 
tament, for instance, which cost about 
5d. to produce, is sold for Id. 


OF the books sent oxit last year 440,000 


were circulated among the Latin con- 
tinental nations, 15,000 among the, Ger- 
man and Slav peoples of Central Europe, 
650,000 in the Russian empire,'200,000 In 
Africa, 
250,000 
in 
South and Central 


America, and 200,000 in Canada.. In Asia, 
812,000- copies went out in India and Cey- 
lon 285,000 In Japan, 660,000-In Korea and 
a million and a half in China. 


To get at the dispersed multitudes the 


society employs 1100 colporteurs—men be- 
longing to dozens of races, anil speaking 
scores of tongues, who travel tthe world 
over, from village, and door toiidoor.

In any other way Just what the weather' 
will be from day to day, living will be 
made a great deal easier for us all. We 
can get hay In out' of that thunder-; 
storm or hold uc- that shipment of per- 
ishable stuff that a solid freeze and zero 
weather will utterly ruin.

tornado wa may at least be able to 
predict It. 


The country dweller has a thousand 


weather signs that the city man never . 
knows. A red sunset means very little to., 
the man In the street, but to the man 
among the lanes it Indicates rain and 
bad weather. 'Smoke that rises straight 
in the air is another of the signs that a • 
farmer notices and foretells bad weather. 
Circles about the moon and the sun, 
streaks of greasy clouds and the pecu- 
liar actions of birds and domestic ani- 
mals are all Indications of some change 
in the weo.ther to the man whose eye 
has been trained to recognize the signs.

His tattling brought it to tha 
ears of the prison authorities, who Investi- 
gated it, and today did all they could to 
straighten out the mixup. 


Frank, Graber and two others were 


caught blowing open a safe at 8 First ave- 
nue on the night of January 22, 1908. The 
police reported them as old offenders. In 
the heat of the controversy at that time 
between Police Commissioner Blngham- 
and District Attorney Jerome the prison- 
ers contrived to plead as first offenders. 
Justice Grain found degrees of guilt and 
sentenced Frank to a teim of five .years, 
and Graber for one year and ten months.

More 7/ia/i BHHo® Dollars' Worth of Mer- 


chandise Passes Between Countries 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—Over a bil- 


lion dollars' worth of merchandise passed 
between the United states and British 
territory In the ten months ending with 
October for which statistics have been 
compiled. 
The bureau of statistics of 


the -Department of Commerce and -La- 
bor reports that exports from the United 
States to British territory in the period 
named aggregated' 759 million 'and im- 
ports therefrom 383 million dollars, thus 
indicating that for every dollar's worth 
of merchandise imported from the terri- 
tory in question two dollars' worth of 
American products are exported thereto. 


The growth of- American 
commerce 
with countries and colonies under the 
British flag has been steady and in the 
case of certain countries, notably Can- 
ada, very rapid. In 1905 the ten months' 
record ot imports from British territory 
was 2S9 million, and in 1911, 383 million 
dollars, an increase of 94 million dollars'. 
.The 1911 figures are, however, slightly 
less than the total for 1910, when the' 10 
months' imports aggregated 405 million 
dollars..

Europe , struggle . with fifteenth -century 
men-at-arms over the bo'dies of little" 
children, against a background of early 
Byzantine architecture. » Yet: the seem- 
ingly Insuperable anachronisms of this 
painting have 'not spoiled -It, and the.

Turn the oils into the alcohol 
and allow them to ntand, shaking twice dally for ona 
week, then add the tinctures. 


A delicious heliotrope sachet powder can be mada 


without the heliotrope flowers. ' Rose petals one-halt 
pound, tonca beans one-fourth pound, orris root one 
pound, vanilla one ounce, musk one dram, oil ot bitter 
jalmonds eight grains; mix and allow to stand for a 
couple of weeks In. an airtight receptacle. 


•When compounding perfumes for one's own use you: 


must remember that certain odors Mil eech, other, wlille 
others develop and mingle together. Neroli, lemon, and 
verbena will mix. harmoniously, as will almond, hello- 
trope, .and vanilla; or tuberose, cassia, and bitter elmond.^

ilege to the Soiitnern Pacific company 
for the splendid:- piece of Improvement 
work on Seventh street was filled with 
dramatic

worked for - the betterment, and the dif- 
ficulties they experienced.

was fought-out before the old city coun-

In the .past corporations eeelclng 
franchises of this nature: had obtalried 
by Indirect means the . signatures of a 
majority .of the property owners In the 
street affected and ha<l gained1 their'-ends 
by individual- deals-that-had-not bene- 
fited the district at large.. "Under ,the; di- 
rection of,.Father -B.,'P. -Dempsey,' James 
McElroy, Charles Sturm and others the 
club decided to "worli to bring- about some 
general Improvement to better the com- 
munity , and . io . make-. a . stand against 
Individual deals that, would defeat this, 
purpose. 


With this end in view the _ club ob- 


tained signatures ' to the application for 
a franchise, and a committee took the 
matter -up -with JE. E. Calvin, .vice-presi- 
dent of the "company, and other officials. 
The committee 
Informed 
the company 


that the club could defeat any attempt to 
bring the matter before the city council 
and 
demanded . certain 
concessions. 


Among these was a promise that the rail- 
road should pave Seventh street at a 
cost of $200,000.'

After lengthy negotiations, the company 


agreed to this, and with -this understand- 
ing the matter was placed before the 
council. Each of the eleven members .of 
the city council had pledged himself at 
the time, not to vote for the franchise 
unless it contained provision for the pav- 
ing" of Seventh street. 


It was anticipated when the. franchise 


was submitted that there would .be no 
opposition. 
Seventh street, was consid- 


ered as merely a taiJ to the big- water 
front franchise recently granted by the 
council, "and although this has "been op- 
posed bltteriy, it- was thought that once 
having been granted the "tall would go 
with the dog." 


BETTER TERMS IN. SIGHT. 


The franchise was referred to the rail- 


road ' committee, but 
following" a, pre- 


cedent the council wont into session as 
committee" o£ tho whole with the railroad 
committee as this was an important mat- 
ter. For a time no constructive legisla- 
tion was suggested, - and it-was apparent 
that the franchise would "go through with 
the niere provision, "for the paving- of Sev- 
enth street and the. payment of-a! lump 
sum of.no very great amount .to .the city.

SHANGHAI, Dec. 30.—The composi- 
tion of the Chinese national conven- 
tion suggested by Premier Yuan Stil 
Kal and accepted by the imperialcourt 
at Peking to settle the future form of 
government in China, was decided on 
today during the session of the peace 
conference between the delegates of 
the Imperialists and revolutionaries. 
Bach of the eighteen provinces 
of 
China proper will, according to 
the 


scheme adopted, form one section; in- 
ner and outer Mongolia will each com- 
pose one section, 
and 
eastern 
and 


western Thibet also cue section each. 
Each section is to bfc entitled to elect 
and send three delegates to the con- 
ference. 
Each section is to exercise 
three votes in the conference, even if. 
the full delegation 
from, the section 
Is not present.. 


The delegates are to be summoned 


to attend by telegraph, partly In the 
name, of the provisional 
republican, 


government and partly In the name of 
the Manchu govern.njent. 
Ths Man- 
chus will issue the summons in . the 
northern provinces and- also In Man- 
churia and 
in Chinese Turkestan, 


while- fhe_ Republicans will call 
the. 
delegate's together from the southern 
province. 
Both parties will join ' .in 


summoning: the delegates from Mon- 
golia and Thibet.

CHICAGO, Dec. 30. — East-and west, 


north and 
south 
have 
joined 
hands, 


through the recently organized National 
Drainage congress, to bring about the 
reclamation pf ,75,000,000 acres of. swamp 
and overflow lands, and the addition :to 
the national wealth of many billions of 
dollars worth of property, under the di-. 
rection of the national government. 


The drainage congress is. the child of 


the National Irrigation congress and was 
bom during the 19th session of that or- 
ganization held in : Chicago, December 5 
to 9. It was organized when It became 
apparent that- bol:h the irrigation and tho 
drainage movements were too vast to be 
handled through! a single organization. 
As the result of 'conferences bet-ween the 
irrigation and the drainage men it was 
deemed best to,'form a separate organ- 
ization to take up the drainage propa- 
ganda, each association to support the 
other while working primarily for Its 
own objects. 


The organization meeting was calle.I 
December 7 by Edmund 
T. 
Perkins, 


president of tha American Reclamation 
Federation, also an officer in the irri- ! 
gation congress. 
The National Drainage 
congress was organized ar.d its first ses- 
sions were held at Chicago December 7, 8, 
3, at. which session. It was decided to 
hold the second -congress in New Or- 
leans, April" 10 to 13, and the third in 
Charleston, S. C., in either January or 
February, 1913, concurrent with the hold- 
ins of tho Corn Show at Columbia,- S. C- 
Represmt'atives from these two cities, 
who. had gone to Chicago with the expec- 
tation of Inviting1 the irrigation congress 
to hold Its 20th session in the south, gave 
the invitations to the newly organized 
drainage congress. Charleston wanted the 
congress -while the national com show 
was being held at Columbia ar.d New 
Orleans wanted it as Quickly as possible. 
Every effort will be made to have the 
New Orleans meeting a big success and 
as the executive committee is composed 
of energetic, influential men in all sec- 
tions of the country, a big success is 
freely predicted.

Ninety-four Passengers Killed 


Out of More Than 10,000 


Casualties. 
>-'j|'" 


H0USTON, Texas, Dec: 30.—Since 


Ohe recent issuance of the bulletin by 
.he Bureau of Railroad Economics on 
railroad accidents In the United States 
showing- that only -ninety-four passen- 
gers were killed, out of over 10:000 
casualties, a number of railroad men 
have been figuring up the risk that a 
passenger takes on 
traveling-. 
This 


has been done in a number o* m 
ners. An official of the Southern 
ciflc hajs had the matter figured ou] 
in a new way and has obtained t 
interesting results. His calculations 
are in part as follows: 
The statement shows that the rail- 


ways of the United States annually 
carry about 1,000,000,000 passengers, 
an average of thirty-three miles. This 
is equivalent to hauling 
every 
In- 


habitant in the country 
about 350 
miles. The 
popular 
impression Is 
that most persons killed in railroad 
accidents' are passengers, 
but as a 
matter of fact passengers make a very 
small number of the total. Taking the 
figures of last year this official shows 
that on the average a passenger on - 
the railways of the 
United 
States 


could travel 4000 times around 
the 
world without being 
killed. Stating 


th& matter in another way he could 
travel .sixty miles an hour for 220 
years without a fatal accident. 


About 30 per cent of the fatalities 


are suffered by employes. 
A compflW, 
tation made by the same official bas**> 
on the ratio between the number ol 
employes in service and the number 
killed shows that on the average an 


iploye can work 837 years 
before 


being killed. The 
statement 
shows 
that the largest .number of 
persons 


killed last year were trespassers.

had no pictures in the recent annual exhibit of the 
Bohemian Club.

They are side-stepping the 
jealousies of artists, a thing to be;f-"red even worse 
than the professional jealousies of d^_tors. If the di- 
rectors were/to,bow to the dictum of this able quar- 
tet, they wotild be face to face with a yearly row as 
to who should compose the art committee to judge of 
merit. The members, of the quartet would want to 
be on the 'committee, or at least say who should he of. 
its membership. Then, there would be fuss and feath- 
ers on the committee itself as-to the selections. 


Del Monte Hotel, with its art gallery of California 


paintings and its hanging committee of California ar- 
tists, has been the scene of many jealous clashings. 
and feuds. Bohemia is avoiding such turmoil.

suit of Rudolph and C. A. Spreckels and their sister 
to force Jonn D.,and A. B. Spreckels to turn over to 
them at:least $8,000,000 of the $26,000,000 the former 
trio allege the father gave the other two during his 
lifetime because of his ill-fee3ing against the contest- 
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ants. The suit serves to throw light on the _great 
wealth the sugar king had at his command_ prior to 
1904. 
No question he did at one time have in excess 


of $30,000,000, or one of the largest fortunes held by a 
Californian. In 1890 when he was fighting the H. 0. 
Havemeyer sugar trust in the east with his Philadel- 
phia refinery, Claus Spreckels was very hard up: for. 
money. A man familiar with that'fight says that only 
a man of Spreckels' temperament could have held on 
and won out. He dearly loved a scrap and went the 
whole limit while it was-on.

Spreckels demanded $20,000,000-as a settle- 


ment,'but finally took $14,000.000. 'Years afterwards 
in New York one day Havemeyer is said to have re- 
marked to Spreckels:

A loving cup was .pre- 
sented to him on that occasion ,in an address of inimi- 
table fitness by the lateT.-T. Williams, who/was then, 
the business manager of the paper. In his own talk, 
Hearst .gave,". .evidences; of the. serious-njinded and 
clever speaker-he has since become. 
He has_ made 


many speeches since those days, and, it is said, he, 
like many another who has gotten beyond the stage- 
fright period, likes the speaking game. 


Hearst is to be present at another banquet a week 


from Monday, January 8. - It is to be heldjn Wash- 
ington, D. C., by Democrats as 'a celebration of Jack- 
son Day. I understand Jiis address on that occasion 
will be, "The Duty of the Democrat." Hearst will be- 
in distinguished company, for the cbmmittee's invita-

"In the absence of specific statistics 
I -would not like to deny or conJirni the 
Boston report, but it'ecems to me, from 
what I've seen of the babies here in,.the 
hospital, that they are .about vthe same 
now at birth as -they always have been.

sexes torn here in a year and thcra ! 
really isn't much difference between the 
grirl» and the "boys as. far as size and 
vitality are concerned at birth.

The ranchers throughout the belt smudged 
when, they found the-mercury descending 
but it was' a freaky storm, and; while, 
smudging was of good ettect In hundreds 
of groves there were others where no 
smudging'^was done and'the frost never 
left a curled -leaf. On a whole, tha dam- 
age is much smaller than the first re- 
ports Indicated. 


•The slow thaw which followed the frost 


has been .of great benefit -In those few 
groves where the cold, appeared to Jo 
damage. For five-flays since the frost tl'fe: 
weather has been cool; and this fact, it. 
is argued, has prevented a quick thaw,, 
which is the greatest danger in the groves 
after a cold wave, according to the orange 
growers of many' years' -experience. ~

.bat his account'with his fellowtnen was closed with a clean balance 
sheet. No great calamity, as calamities-are understood, bereft him 
of his fortune. Neither wild speculation :nor dissolute habits etn- 
poverished him. Yet he was born to wealth and died a poor man. 


Yet no man ever heard Barney Murphy pity, himself or complain 


that the world had not played him fair. Perhaps ie regretted the 
loss of his fortune, but it is certain that he never regretted the loss 
of his money half as much as foe did the loss of confidence he re- 
posed in his friends. In the parlance of the day he was a good thing. 
He believed in men. He was always, willing to help a friend, to aid 
'him with money and credit, to du anything that a fondly, generous, 
heart couM prompt in aid of others. 


His confidence was abused, his friendship played upon, and his! 


generosity turned to his disaster. Did he avoid any responsibility; 
on that account? Not he. Barney Murphy was not a man to grieve! 
over the loss of money. He paid every dollar of the money he had 
stood good for in endorsing for friends. : He stripped Wmself of his 
fortune that no one might say that Barney Murphy-caused him the 
loss of a dollar. When in the heyday of his;popularity and; wealth' 
he stood aside that friends might take the road to preferment. 'He 
stayed behind and helped with his money and influence. 


The rest of the story is not lo the honor of .the human race. In; 


his old age Barney Murphy had to work for' a small salary among 
small politicians who would have regarded• "him with ayve and paid 
him exaggerated reverence in the days of his wealth' and political 
power, but his spirit remained unbroken; his heart was as. warm 
and his impulses as generous as when his. voice was potent in public 
councils and 
his possessions princely.

It is a high tribute to a man to be able, to say that he bore 


fortune, poverty and ingratitude with the same dignity, that 
tmguished him in wealth and power. He was modest when lie 
could command. His dignity was not less when his fortune had 
taken, wings than it was in the days when his influence counted for 
so much. 


On his tomb could be truthfully written: He was never false to 


a friend or a trust. He .was so honest-hearted himself that he could 


• not believe other men were false, treacherous and mean. He paid 


the penalty of his faith in human nature, but he paid it like a man. 
No lament ever came from ihim. His was the stout pride that, 
stifled repining and concealed wounds,.fronting misfortune with the 
same equanimity that faced'prqsperity, honor and adulation. 


He died poor. He never fulfilled his promise. Be it so. Few 


die rich and still fewer fulfill the promise of their boast. But no 
evil can truthfully be said over Barney Murphy's grave.' No dis- 
honest money clung to his fingers. None can say that he did .not 
deal squarely and redeem his pledges, whether expressed or im- 
.plied, and did not bear himself with fortitude and self-respect under 
all vicissitudes. Of how many can this be said? We are so prone 
to judge a man by the amount of money he possesses or is able to 
ac.quire that we unconsciously thrust into the background the es- 
sentials which make up a true man. But let us stop and think a 
moment. There are rich men living who preyed upon Barney Mur- 
•phy's misfortunes and took advantage of his generosity arid trust- 
" fulness. Which of us would not rather face, the hereafter (includ- 


ing the judgment of posterity) with the record- of Barney Murphy 
than with the money of men who .succeeded .(in a business way) 
where he failed. 


There is a final assay in which the dross is separated 'from the 


precious metal. In that crucible -Barney'Murphy will yield a large 
percentage of fine gold. Th? paystreak in him was too big for his 
company, so he was plundered of everything but his honor and 
reputation, and in the possession of them unstained and undis- 


' puted he died rich.

The Visalia Times complains because Tulare county, with 35,440 


inhabitants, was given one Assemblyman, while Fresno, with 75,657, 


was. 
given three, 'but says San Francisco has no right to grumble 


over the loss of an Assemblyman to which she was justly entitled. 


That is hardly a fair way to look at the apportionment proposi- ] 


tion. A division of political, power should be just to all sections of' 
the State. Geographical advantage is not the criterion by which it 
should be Judged. .One Assemblyman is all Tulare .could be given 
under .the constitution, but that is no reason why some counties 
should be unjustly favored at the expense of other counties. San 
Francisco could .have been given her just dues without inflicting in- 
justice on any other, county or ..section. The same is true of Los 
Angeles. 


It is no ground for complaint that Fresno cpunty was given a 


Senator—she was fully 'entitled to that. But to give Santa Clara' 
county, with;85,000 inhabitants, two Senators and give Tulare, Kern 
and Kings combined, with 89,385 inhabitants, a single Senjitor is 
manifestly unjust.. Tulare and Kern should have been put in ona 
Senatorial district, .and Kings grouped with other counties. 


The trouble with the whole thing, is that it was not worked out 


honestly. The. purpose was unfair, dictated by personal ambitions 
and political designs. The apportionment is not unfair because, some 
counties gained unjustly'at the expense of others, but because the

TRANSLATIONS 
UNMADE 
** 


Much 
interest 
has 
naturally 
been 


aroused—perhaps more in the academic 
than In the purely literary world—by 
the announcement that Mr. James Loeb 
purposes at his own expense to secure 
the publication of English translations 
of a large number of Greek and X,aUn 
classic works. 
The 
scheme 
certainly 


contains a promise of much profit and 
enjoyment to the Engllsh-i-eading public. 
There are many really important. classics 
which have never yet been translated 
into English, at least for 
publication. 


Others exist only in editions so scarce or 
so costly as to 'be inaccessible to the 
great majority of readers. Most of those 
which have been translated are more or 
less unsatisfactory, for the reason that 
the translators have sought to reproduce 
literally -in English, the Greek ana Latin 
idioms. Instead of substituting English 
idioms. 
Of course, to "popularizo" 
a 


classic, into current slangy colloquialisms 
would be intolerable. But a rendering of 
it into the English of Goldwin Smith or 
Motley, 
of 
Tennyson, or , Longfellow, 


would 
be altogether admirable,. That 


Mr. Loeb will be able to secure such 
translations is perhaps too much to hope. 
But any good English translation will be 
better than none at all. 


The plan suggests its own wider • ex- 


tension. There are many works'in other 
modern languages which are well worthy 
of translation into English, but which 
have .been inadequately translated, or 
hot at all. It would surely bo better to 


have translations of first class • works 
from another tongue added to our avail' 
able literature than third class original 
writings of English authors. To say that 
is to make no reflection upon English 
literature, which may be the most pre- 
cious in the world. It is merely to rec- 
ognize the fact that English literature 
Has no monopoly of excellence and that 
the best books in other languages should 
be-adequately opened to tfi'o great multi- 
tude who cannot with facility and satis- 
faction, if at all, read them in the orig- 
inal. 


Still more is suggested. Most ot tha 


great libraries of the world, and espe- 
cially of the Old World, contain ancient 
volumes ' which are perhaps unique and 
Interesting manuscripts which have never 
yet been made public. 
These, 


stroyed by fire or otherwise, would be 
lost forever. 
They are now accessible 


for reference or study to only a few, and 
with much difficulty. 
It may be 


there are some who would, keep them so, 
fearing "vulgarization" of them if they 
were made accessible and familiar. We 
should rather regard it as a useful and 
worthy, thing to reproduce the. best of 
them, whether in fac-simile or in trans- 
lation or transcription.

erature too rich for human use. The u 
del-taking might never be profitable as a. '•*' 
commercial venture.

IN ALL RESOURCES 


Completion of 
Copper River 


Railroad Means Much 


for Country. 


• WASHINGTON, Dec. SO.—Alaska is on 
the up trend. Judged by the largo ad- 
vance In her mineral production in 1911, 
as estimated by Alfred H, Brooks of the 
United States geological survey, over the 
output for 1910, mining activities In the 
territory during the last year have ac- 
tively incrsasod. This improvement la ap- 
parent, notwithstanding the continued 
tlo-up of all Alaskan coals, the develop- 
ment of which would, it is believed, give 
a graatly added Impetus to the territory's 
various industries. 
The fuel demand is 


being partially met, however, by the use 
of. fuel oil. 


The valua of Alaska's mineral produc- 
tion for 1911 is estimated at $20,370,000. 
Of this amount 517,160,000 is to be cred- 
ited to gold production, against $16,128,- 
740 for 1010. Mr. Brooks further esti- 
mates that tho Alaska mines produced 
22,DOC,000 pounds of copper in 1911, or 
more than live times the Alaska copper 
output 
of 
MIC', which was 
4,241,089 
pounds. In addition to gold and copper, 
Alaska mines and' ciuarries in 1911 pro- 
duced silver, tin, coal, marble and gyp- 
sum to an estimated value of $390,000, an 
increase of over $200,000 as compared 
with th« vnluc of the same products in 
1010. 


MINE: ..' 
OUTPUT. 


The total vaKu o£ Alaska's mineral 
production slncu mining first began in 
1880 
is, in round numbers, $206,000,000, .or 
more than 29 times the sum paid to Rus- 
sia for the territory. 
Of this amount 


$t!)5,950,000 represents the total value of 
tho gold production. Alaska producedMts 
first copper some 10 years ago, s^nce 
which time the territory has contributed 
5<;,700,000 pounds of thia metal, valued at 
.•?8,170,000. About -10 per cent of this total 
amount was produced in 1911. 
Tho fnvorable showing made by the 
Alaska mining industry during the year 
is due, first, to the very large-output of 
copper and, second, to the greater pro- 
duction, compared with 1910, of the gold 
placer mines In the. Innoko-Idltarod re- 
gion. 
. 


NEW RAILROAD. , 


Aside from the Inc.-eaaed production, 
the most important event of the 3rear 
was the opening-of tho Copper river re- 
gion by the completion of the railway 
• Into It. 
Tha Industries already stimu- 
lated by this line strikingly illustrate tiic 
importance of railway communication to 
Alaska. As no progress was made in tha 
opening of the coal fields, the needs for 
cheap fuel . In Alaska are being met by 
the substitution of oil-burning for coal- 
burning engines. The 
Importation of 
California crude ojl Is rapidly increasing, 
with a corresponding decrease In the use 
f-ot coal. 
Some new drilling was carried 
I on in the Katalla oil field during 1911, one 
or two old wells being rcopehod and a 
small production made. 


GOOD PROSPECTS. 


. Although most of the gold still comes 
from the placers, much progress was 
made during 1911 In paving the way for 
an 
increased output 
from auriferous 
lodes. This work was carried on in most 
of tho gold-bearing areas of Alaska, but 
the most notable advances, were in the 
Juneau, Valdez, Kenal Peninsula, Willow 
Creek and Fairbanks' districts. Aside 
from the Increase In copper mining .the 
advance made In developing gold lode 
mines la the most encouraging-, feature of 
the year's operations. Dredge mining 
also made great progress, notably in the 
Nome region. Mr. Brooks' Information. Is 
that, in the entire territory, 22 dredges 
were operated for .the whole or a part of 
the open season of 1911. In addition to 
•those operated, at least half a dozen wera 
in process of construction. 


NEED FOR MORE RAILWAYS. 


At the close of 1911 there are 465 miles 
of railway in tho territory compared with 
•371 mlr.es In 1910. This mileage is dis- 
tributed between nine different railways 
from five to 196 miles in Iriigth. The ex- 
isting railways emphasize the need of ad- 
ditional 
transportation .facilities. - 
The 
most urgent need is for a railway to con- 
nect an open port on the Pacific with the 
Yukon basin. Until such a, line is built 
only the richest placars of the interior 
and only the most favorably located lodes 
can be profitably exploited,

Sam has. handed a number of his 
.employes- New Yearns presents that 
will live long In. their memory. With 
one fell swoop he' has deprived these 
men of sinecures --they have' been en- 
joying for years. 
• ' 
. ' 
.It comes about through the con- 
solidation, of all the, district aiad cir- 
cuit courts in the United States'* and 
follows the* recent recommendations 
of Secretary Meyer of the navy- and 
Chief of Staff Leonard "Wood .of the 
army that • there Is. strength In oon- 
soJidations and combinations. If not 
great economy. 
January 1, 1911, all circuit courts 


of the United States will cease to 
exist, likewise the salaries of all the 
clerks and employes 
attached 
to 


t-itiem will cease. The same date the 
various district courts' In the. coun- 
try will have conferred upon them .tiy 
the United States congress additional 
power and Influence, 
This new or- 
der of.things springs out of the re- 
pent action of the United States con- 
gress in perfecting the new judicial 
code, that caused so much debate and 
divided both houses of congress into 
hostile camps of acrimonious states- 
men.' 
This date, 27 - United States 
circuit courts will cease to do busi- 
ness at the 276 places they have been 
accustomed to meet- 


OONSOLrDATIOJir IS AIM. 


Gradually the trend of governmen- 
tal affairs has followed closely the 
progress of the industrial world. The 
history-of large industries has been 
made up largely by 
the 
gigantic 
trusts that have been formed in this 
country. .Springing from small en- 
terprises, . many industries have de- 
veloped Into combinations, consolida- 
tions or monopolies, 
until recently 
the United States has let its affairis 
travel In primitive ways. 
Depart- 


ments have been created by the gov-' 
ernment to conduct Its business until 
the whole machinery of the govern- 
ment has been b'uilded into a colossal 
enterprise. . Some departments over- 
lay others, some have 
very 
little 


work to do, while still others'.have 
practically all the work to perform. 


In the army and navy'there have 
-recently been installed modern busi- 
ness methods, 
.Including 
in 
their 


scope the consolidatio'n'of 'various, of- 
fices and bureaus. This has resulted 
in placing these organizations on a 
better and more prepared foundation 
administratively 
and 
economically. 
Other departments followed suit.. The 
treasury department practically has 
eliminated its' secret. service, bureau, 
it having been consolidated with the 
bureau of. investigation of the de- 
partment of justice. The department 
of commerce and labor has absorbed 
the census bureau, 
although, 
that 
bureau is more of ah independent 
off-ice. 
It consolidated the .life-sav- 
'ing,' labor, 
corporation 
and'other 
bureaus uhde'r one department, .which 
has made "gre'at strides in 'economi- 
cal administration. In every way the 
government 
executive 
departments 
have discovered 'that in' combining 
their departments, issues and bust- 
ness, better results can he obtained, 
carrying out the trust idea that com- 
binations, consolidation and monopo- 
lies are conducive to the lowering of 
expenses. 
. . . . ' " 


COURTS DISCONTINUED. 


Now, however, the government dis- 
continues the- circuit courts, institu- 
tions as old as the government itself; 
The congress of the .United: States 
finds, that the maintenance of these 
courts requires a considerable part'of 
the appropriations for the upkeep of 
the Judiciary, and that, the work: per- 
formed by the circuit court judges 
can well be done by the district court 
judges. . nFurthermora it has devel- 
oped that in" many cases the work of 
the district courts overlapped that of, 
the circuit courts and that, the dual 
arrangement tended to the lowering 
of the efficiency of ooth courts. 
Therefore,- durtag^the last regrulai', 
session of the United States congressj 
an, effort was made to abolish the\ 
circuit crourts. Much-opposition was 


encountered, especially among mem- 
bers of the house of .representatives. 
Political fences needed 
repair 
and 
congressmen in favor of the idea saw 
defeat at the polls staring them ,In 
the face should they agree . to such 
a proposition. The matter was passed 
to the judiciary committee « of 
the 
house .in an effort to have the reso- 
lution tabled arid buried under other 
and more pressing business. 
Quite the contrary happened, how- 
ever. 
The committee reported an 
entirely new judicial 
code, 
which 
provided among other things for the 
abolition of the circuit , courts. 
The 
measure passed both houses March 
31, and will become effective Mon- 
day. 
. 


LAKGE-SIZED HO"WT/. 


A large-sized howl was heard in 
every direction, from the clerks and 
employes of tha various circuit' courts. 
Politicians were buttonholed and held 
up in an effort to locate , "other jobs" 
for these "lame ducks," but there 
was absolutely nothing doing for- a 
great many. Care has been taken of 
some of them. , Nearly all of the old 
employes will be retained, for a while 
until the -new manner of thiUgs be- 
c,omes established and until the work- 
ing. arrangement becomes 'effective. 
The .real effect of the -action ot 
congress is manifold. 
The 
circuit 
court justices will form a court of 
appeals, dealing - with cases on ap- 
peal from the district court. 
The 


district court ivin be .the court of 
flrst instance; .appeal will be taken 
to the circuit court of appeals and 
from this court direct to the supreme 
court of the United States. In effect 
this confines the former circuit court 
justlces'labors to appeal matters ex- 
clusively, whereas, formerly, they had 
jurisdiction in United States district 
court, matters as well as the district 
judges.

Then too, it will not be necessary. for 
the- judges of appeal to sit whenever 
called upon at any old place, but 
will restrict their scope ' to certain 
points.

In securing tho enactment of good 


"legislation, joined the new association by 
" the unanimous vote of the annual conven- 


tion held recently in Schenectady. 


Canada, and almost every State in the 


Union, have furnished members, paying 
from one to one hundred dollars a year. 
Memberships ar^e secured on the following 
"basis: Associate, one dollar or more an- 


nually; club, fivo dollars or more an- 
nually; life, one hundred dollars at one 
time; patron, one thousand dollars; and 
benefactor, 
twenty-five thousand

lars. 


MONEY FOR PROTECTION. 


• The funds derived in this way, 
to- 
gether with an income of $25,000, sub- 
scribed by manufacturers, is .adminis- 
tered by experts in the profession of 
Kamo and fish protection and propaga- 
tion.

therance, of .these ends.

to .the. permission'' that is. apparently be- 
coming''current, that prospecting on Na- 
tional ;Forest lands'Is. to ;bet. restricted 
by the Forest Service, District Forester 
Coert DuBois at San Francisco has issued 
a statement that there Is no intention of 
changing tho existing policy of. the Forest 
Service .which encourages prospectors in 
every possible way. .Permits for prospect- 
ing on National Forest landa never have 
been and will not be required. 


The act of June 4, 1897, which makes 


provision for the administration of Na- 
tional Forests specifically says that pros- 
pectors shall, not be prohibited .Irorh. en- 
tering upon National Forest landis. for the 
purpose 'of prospecting, locating, .or'de- 
veloping the mineral resources therein. 


Prospecting "and' .mining-'go 'on within 
the 
National Forests .Just,,the .same as 


on public lands outside. The • prospector 
is absolutely free to travel a.bout and ex- 
plore just as much as 'he pleases a'nd 
wherever, "he pleases, without 'asking' any- 
body's permission. When. 'ha. "'strikes 
mineral he can stake out, •• loca.to,'record 
and work' just as .many claims as ;he 
thinks are worth while, - 
; precisely as he 


would-on the public, domain. 
July time 
he wants to get patent for 'his-claims he 
can do so providing the mining law.s of 
the United- States have' been .complied 
with. No one can patent claims which 
are taken up merely for the timber on 
them, or to-get possession of land for 
purposes foreign to mining. 


•The mineral. as well as all other re- 


sources, of the National.>Forests are for 
use. Within a National Forest, the pros- 
pector and miner are assured..oj timber
